Last year spearing was permitted 
only on the inland lakes during the 
period “when the lakes were frozen 
over.”. Through a change made by 
the 1931 Legislature only two months 
of winter spearing is permitted.

This committee, of which George 
Fastian, millionaire manufacturer of Roches- 
ter, N. ¥., is chairman, made & survey and re- 
‘ported that “a large and representative body of 
American ‘opinion’—particularly the business in- 
tereats—recognizes. the “grave defects" .of the 
‘present calendar and “demands” a new calen- 
dar—preferably one of 18 months, although the 
eommittee does not recommend that the Amert- 
can, delegates to the League of Nations confer-
